The Tax Euforeoment Act is

REDUCTION OF FREIGHT RATES. 


HE RAILWAY COMMISSION HAS HANDED DOWN 
judgment in the western freight rates case, after a delay 
of nearly three years. The investigation was instigated by 
the Winnipeg board of trade to which agitation much assist. 
ance was given by western newspapers and especially the 
Winnipeg Free Press. It was started under the chairmanship 
of the late Judge Mabee and concluded under Chairman Dray- 
ton. 

The tariffs in districts west of the Great Lakes are dealt 
with in the report of the railway commission and many alter- 
ations will be made that will considerably reduce freight char- 
ges that have been in force heretofore. The reduction of wes- 
tern: freight rates was made the main issue under. inveatigat. 
‘ion, little attention being paid to the east on account of water 
competition. 

The Manitoba standard tariff will apply to the two other 
prairie provinces and the British Columbia section, Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta benefit by a material and substantial reduct- 
ion. It is estimated that the reduction will be from five. to 
twelve per cent on former rates. The new rates will come in- 
to effect on September Ist. next. i t
